At Its recent meotlng tho 
French basketball federation 
decided to change the rules of 
player admission to the national 
championship. 

The new regulation is 
designed to ultimately rid 
French bnskelball of foreign 
Imports. 

As of Ihe next season the top 
division teams will have to field 
eight and the first division 
clubs, nlno players of the ten 
who either played five years In 
France or appeared on French 
Junior sides. 


Both divisions will face still 
more rigorous requirement in 
the 1984-85 season, as learn 
access will be conditional on 
both the above demands, ef- 
fectively barring access to 
foreigner. 

Aces of American and African 
descent now playing for French 
clubs (each of them permitted 
to field tiro foreigners) set up a 
committee to fight the new 
regulations. They also in- 
terceded with the French 
government to help settle the 
predicament.

Tho atrocities and mass 
crlmon commuted by the lilt- 
lerlio fascists will never ha 
el fa cod from mankind’s memory, 
reads a stalcmont put out by 
tho Soviet laywers' association. 
Ono cannot recall without pain 
end wrath tho atrocities perpet- 
rated by tho ruuls and their 
henchmen who tortured, shot 
and killed In Ras chambers mil- 
lions of Soviet citizens. Even 
before Iho end of tho war the 
Soviet Union and Iho other 
slatoa of iho anti- Hitler coalition 
under look lo put on trial anil 
punish all tlioso guilty of per- 
petrating lha most heinous 
crimes. Those obligations were 
formulated In a number of In- 
ternal lonnl taw document.

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Why Washington is hostile to Grenada 


Washington. Grenada's Prime 
Minister Maurice Bishop has 
told the Transafrlca organiza- 
tion here that the Washington 
administration Is overtly hostile 
to Grenada, seeking to "bring 
the Grenada revolution to Its 
knees”. For Instance, ho 
charged, Ihu USA Is working 
hard to hinder Grenada's econ- 
omic prospects using to this 
end such organisations as the 
International Monetary Fund 
and the World Bank. 


Ho fuithai stressed that 
Washington Is overtly opposed 
to any normalization or bilateral 
relations. President Reagan 
would not even respond to a 
Grenada government proposal 
that a summit meeting be held, 
ho said. Such a policy, Bishop 
stressed, Is explained by Amer- 
ican dissatisfaction with the lact 
that Grenada is firmly and con- 
fidently marching towards real 
national Independence, self- 
dele mi I rial Ion and non-align- 
ment. 


DANGEROUS FOR ALL MANKIND 


Bissau. The people and gov- 
ernment of the Republic ol Gui- 
nea-Bissau welcome I he Soviet 
Union's efforts to preserve and 
strengthen pea CO on earth, said 
J. B, Vieira, General Secretary of 
Uto African Parly for the Inde- 
pendence of Guinea and Cape 
Verde. Chairman of the Council 
of the Revolution. In an Inter- 
view ho gave to TASS, he 
praised the Soviet Governments 
statement on the American ad- 
ministration's plan to deploy 
new American medlum-rangs 
nuclear missiles In Western Eu- 
rope. 

We strongly oppose the ac-

Tories held responsible for unemployment 


London. Tha People's March 
for Jobs has coma to an end 
In London. Tho march ors set out 
on April 23 from tho Scottish 
Industrial centre, of Glasgow, 
and were joined along the 
almost 700-kllometre route by 
more and more people fighting 
for the interests of the workers 
from Wales, Yorkshire, Corn- 
wall and other parts of Britain. 

On Sunday, Juno 5. tho Bri- 
tish capital gave a ceremonial 
welcome to the marchers for 
the right to work. Greoting 
them on the outskirts of Lon- 
don, Kenneth Livingstone, leader 
of ilie Labour majority on the

They era trying to convince 
us that the government has no 
money to give jobs to all who 
need them.

New York. An appeal for an 
Immediate freeze on the nuclear 
arsenals of the United States 
and Iho Soviet Union has been 
made by the prominent Ameri- 
can political leader Senator 
Kennedy. In a speech at Brown 
University in the town of Pro- 
vidence, Rhodo Island slate, he 
said that this step, to be fol- 
lowed by a gradual reduction 
in stockpiles of nuclear weap- 
ons, would be the beat protec- 
tion from the threat of nuclear 


The Senatoi condemned the 
campaign of slander launched 
by the White House against the 
nuclear freeze movement in the 
United States. We are wit- 
nessing a revival of McCarlhy- 
styla tactics, he said, when all 
those with different views are 
branded "enemies of America'' 
and those who favour a freeze 
on nuclear arsenals are casti- 
gated os fooled victims of de- 
ceit. Support for the Idea of a 
nuclear freeze does not mean 
that we want a weaker Amer- 
ica, Edward Kennedy noted.

The ilxHi UNCTAD seiilen to 
be hold In Belgrade on June 
<-30 this year will have special 
significance, given Hie grave 
economic crisis and dislocation 
of world trade. Starting off In 
Iho industrialised capitalist coun- 
tries, the crisis was later to KIT 
the emergent nations, especial- 
ly hard wHh the ptlcej at their 
raw materials having plummafied 
to ■ record low In fh* past 40 
yaorii Ihelr foreign debt shoot- 
ing up to <26,000 million dol- 
lars and their develop mettl 
plans being undermined.

"favourable climate" amounting 
to easy terms for iho Investors, 
guarantees against nationaliza- 
tion and froo export of profits. 
But tha export of profits on such 
Investment Is known to surpass 
even the superhlgh payments on 
loans from Woslern banks. Over 
tho pest decade, for Instance, 
private Invesmenl in developing 
nafiens ranched <2,000 million 
dollars, while profits worth

In other words, the young 
states are expected to totally 
revisa the measures they adopt- 
ed earlier to regain their sover- 
eignty over natural riches and 
economic operations. Economic 
decolonization Is being coun- 
tered by a recolonlzatlon with 
multinational corporations acting 
as Its chief agents. 

The socialist countries aro op- 
posed to these plans. In recent 
years they have been the only 
zona in tha world free of crisis. 
The progressive development of 
their economies has lod to a sig- 
nificant expansion In their coope- 
ration with developing nations. 
Purchases by socialist countries

The Klyuchevsky volcano on the Kamchatka 
Peninsula lu the norlli-east of Iho USSR has 
been In eruption since March this year. II Is Hie 
biggest volcano on the "hot" peninsula and In 
Hie entire continent of Asia. The eruption was 
predicted by seismologists at the Institute ol 
Volcanology ot the Tar Eastern Research Centre 
of the USSR Academy ol Sciences, who ere stu- 
dying Kamchatka's hot bowels. 

Back In 1975 they also forecast an eruption of 
the Tolbachik volcano, thereby making It pos- 
sible to evacuate the Inhabitants of nearby vil- 
lages In good time. 

The Klyuchovsky volcano Is 4,850 metres high. 
Even the powerful underground forces are In- 
capable of raising molten magma to that 
height. The lava bursts through the slopes uf 


the volcano and through side Assures. At tem- 
poral u res approaching 1,0 00 C, II melts glaclcis 
turning them inlo vapour, end Rows down the 
slopes ol lire volcano together with rocks anti 
mud. 

The Institute of Volcanology together with 
other organizations Is studying the feasibility 
ol a range ol during and exciting projects til 
Kamchatka. Checks have been carried out of a 
large number of underground "boilers" which 
are to be surrounded by large geothermal power 
stations. Another pro|ed envisages the direct 
use a( volcanoes' hoal. Water pumped luto a 
volcano Is turned to steam to be used for heal- 
ing and power generation. I

WORLD'S LARGEST 
SOLAR POWER STATIOH 
FOR UZBEKISTAN 

Thera are plans lo build the 
world's largest solar power sta- 
tion with a capacity of between 
300 thousand to one million kilo- 
watts, In the Uzbek SSR Tho 
feasibility study [or the prelect 
will be completed by the end 
of 1903. 

The station will occupy an 
area of ten square klloniulrr-s, 
most of which will be taken up 
by holloslats — special mirrors. 
These will turn following iho 
Sun, In answer to commands 
from a computer. Reflected con- 
centrated sunrays will fall on a 
solar steam generatai India lied 
on a lower over 300 innlios 
high. Water from lire gt-noraim 
will ho convened into s'ejm 
capable of sotting lurid lies In 
million.

LONG LIFE PIPES 

Soviet rescan. hi-is have de- 
veloped an ell mem nii'ih>»l lor 
ensuring a long.-i lil« f.M L.-l 
water supply pipelines by ad- 
ding liquid sdicale lu the water. 

Tests conducted by our ex- 
peris have shown Ihe great 
value ol this mclliod — slid 
V. Slroicnko, director ul the 
Kharkov Region heat supply as- 
sociation, in ihe Ukraine. The 
mlcroaddi lives which arc spo- 
radically injected into the 
water quickly form a smooth 
and strong coating on the inside 
surface of the pipes, while not 
affecting the quality of the 
water. As a result tho metal be- 
comes corrosive- proof to the 
free oxygen which Is actively 
released by hm water, and to 
the so railed cavitation — (he 
mechanical effect of turbulent 
water. 

Calculations show that pipes 
treated with the new method 
will have a life span of 25 years, 
which is considerably longer 
than that enjoyed by the con- 
ventional type of pipe.

The unusually soil stylo of performance, a 
virtuoso manner of gaiter playing, and a velvety 
Umbra ol vofco la what atlracla audiences to tnc 
performances Riven by popular Soviet singer 
Alexander Dolsky. Another attraction Is that he Is 
the author of both lyrics and music which he sings 
and plays himself. Each of his songs Is a small 
story which may be lyrical or fnnlasllc, sail or 
funny. Ho slugs about whal Is dear and Im- 
portant to everyone — l°ve, one's choice ol 
a future life and one’s frionds, sadness at part- 
ing, problems, big and small , and the simplicity 
and complexity of human relations. Allhough 
forLy-four-ycar-old Dolsky lias no first-hand ex- 
perience ol war, ballads about lha survivors of 
war and those who perished occupy a prominent 
place In bis repertoire. Thoso are serious and, at 
limes, philosophical pieces. Dolsky comes from a 
musical family! his Ulhor was an opera singer 
and Ms mother a ballerina, so It was natural 
lhal ho should start trying l»l« band at wrlllug 
music early on In life. 

In bis third year at school, ha began to Icam 
to play the guitar, two years later he wrote hlB 
first verso, and two yearn before leaving school 
he wrote bto Uni aong. This Menu to havo 
decided Ms future career. Aa so ollen occurs In 
life, however, at the timu Ibis passion was to 
remalu but a hobby. Alexander entered Iho 
Poly technical Institute In the Urals, from 
whence he graduated os an engineer-designer 
and went on Id complete ■ post-graduate course. 

He continued to play the gullar end to write 
songs, borrowing his lyrics Iron other poets. 
Alexander himself says: "My dream was to play, 
write aad sing better." Ho enrolled ns a part- 
time student at a music school In Leningrad, 
where he had got a Job as on engineer at the 
Urban Development Institute following his post- 
graduate course. 

He tben began to give solo concerts as a 
guitar-player, first at tho Philharmonic Society, 
and then as author ol bis own songs at parlies 
for young people, as well as performing amateur 
song at contests and festivals. 



A radical chango took place In his llfo when 
In 1978 Arkady Ralkln, the famous actor and 
director, invited him to join the Leningrad Mini- 
atures Theatre of which he was founder. Dolsky 
wrote the music and some of the miniatures for 
"The Tree ol LUo" show. He also performed in 
a solo number singing bis own lyrical songs. 

Dolsky often sings on television and In 
musical broadcasts on tho radio. He gives con- 
certs all over ibe country. Four records of his 
songs bavo been released, to be followed this 
year by a fifth. While the Sverdlovsk Drama 
Theatre Is working on a production of Dolsky’s 
fits! play, and a collection of his poetry is being 
prepared lor publication, Dolsky himself Is 
hard at work writing a script for a concert 
show about Leningrad. 

A highly characteristic feature of Dolsky i 
artistic career Is his constant search for a new 
niche In the arls.

NORTHERNERS 
ON THEMSELVES 


Writers representing Ibe Arc- 
tic peoples of the world recent- 
ly attended a meeting In Lenin- 
grad sponsored by the USSR 
Writers Union and the USSR 
National Commission for 
UNESCO. Says Soviet writer 
Yuri RyUcheu: 

It was several yean ago that 
the Idea of e book, "The North- 
erners on Themselves", was 
first conceived. At a May 1981 
Paris meeting between repre- 
sentatives ol the northern na- 
tionalities of the Soviet Union, 
lha USA (Alaska). Denmark 
(Greenland), Sweden, Norway, 
Finland and Canada It was de- 
cided lo start preparatory work 
on this volume to deal with the 
history, present-day life, litera- 


ture and art of thB Indigenous 
population of the Arctic. 

Over the peat two years a 
detailed plan has been drawn up. 
As chief editor and compiler I 
have visited all the regions of 
our planet Inhabited by native 
Arctic peoples and have met 
both the authors and editorial 
staff involved In the project. 

According to those taking 
part, the Leningrad meeting was 
of historical significance, main- 
ly because for the Brat time 
ever it brought together repre- 
sentatives of all Arctic peoples 
In order lo discuss their partici- 
pation In the common cultural 
heritage. Taking part were 
noted writers, poets, and artists 
who combine ihelr creative ac- 
tivity with much public work. 



At Ihe Slh International Slavic 
congress lo be held next Sep- 
tember In the Ukrainian capital 
Kiev, Soviet scholars will pre- 
sent new research data and con- 
clusions about ancient Slavic his- 
tory, culture and art, and about 
the pattern of development In 
conlemporary conditions. 

The forum will be attended by 
scholars from 27 countries-lln- 
guisla and literary critics, histori- 
ans and folklore experts, as well 
as by archaeologists, Academici- 
an P. Tronko, chairman of the 
Soviet organizing committee for 
the congress, said. 

Over 800 papers, reports and 
memos will be included on the 
programme. The Institutes of 
the Academies of Sciences of 


the USSR, and ol the Ukratafcn 
and Byelorussian SSR axe io 
publish a series ol collected 
studies and monographs In Uhh 
for the cougresa. Rare literary 
Eastern Slav master pieces, 
works in linguistic stylistics and 
social linguistics, etfmologlcal 
dictionaries revealing tta 
wealth oi Slavic languages, yjfl 
be among other special publica- 
tions. Students will be tolerated 
In works examining contempo- 
rary Interethnic processes end 
the Inseparable ties linking ibe 
history of different nations. Tha 
Soviet stand will be the mod 
representative section of the In- 
ternational exhibition of studies 
to be held as part of the coe- 
gress.
